A charming literary event in French 


American circles was the 
lecture in 


Bl. Joseph's college hall. last evening 
l-y P.ev. Henri Beande. O. P. 
(Henri 


D'Arles) 
the distinguished 
French- 


Canadian litteratuer, on Crerriazie, the 
pioneer poet of French Canada. 


The lecture marked the 14th anni- 


versary of Cercle D'Youville *!id was 
attended by rt large and representative 
Kronen-American audience. 


The speaker was introduced by Kev. 
Fr. Lamotho, O. M. I. and he Kave a 
most complete and artistic estimate of 
the poet. He- divided the poet's work 
into three parts, his correspondence, 
his diary and his poems. 
Under the 


ratter head he spoke as follows: 


"It is a strange thing, but neverthe- 


less true, that what has bet-n the base 
.of Crcmazie's reputation, and most con- 
trlbuted to perpetuating his tnemorv 
among us—that is, his poems —is pre- 


cisely the least worthy part of his 
work. It is in his poems that one finds 
the greatest imperfections, where 
lie 


most awkwardly groues 
for a 
form 


which he could not attain. 


"His inspiration came 
from 
three 


different sources. The (irst was found 
in the world events of the time, 
war 


In the Orient, war of Italy, etc., which 
he has treated with little felicity. His 
poems from that source are only un- 
skillful amplifications of commonplace 
topics, found in all the newspapers of 
the day, and where beauty of form does 
not make uu for the hana! subject mat- 
ter. 
A second source of inspiration in 


the poet was the dead. A wiiolu chapter 
could be written on the dead as in in- 
spiration in Cremazie's work. 
He not 


only speaks ot the dead •pxprofesso' 
as in the poem entitled 'Los Jtorts.' and 
in his horribly gruesome 'Promenade 
do Tvois .Mons,' which, liy the wav. he 
did very well not to 
finish. 
He 
Is 


haunted besides by 
the 
thought of 


death, and nearly every one of his'oth- 
er poems closes upon this sombre 
theme, or with some evocation o[ the 
dead. It Is neither cheerful nor pleas- 
ing, ! may assure you. 


"Creinazie's third source of inspira- 


tion was patriotism, the French Cana- 
dian love of race and country, and it is 
the spring whence lie certainlv drew 
his mosi beautiful verse. 
We" find in 


I Cremazie patriotic feeling for 
France 


I which is perhaps slightly belated. He 


I adopted a weeping willow attitude in 
regard to France which we must admit 
is no longer ours. Our feeling toward 
the mother country has undergone a 
decided evolution since his day. and we 
now give France only a rather platonlc 
remembrance. In order to understand 
and appreciate the import of Cremazie's 
poems on this subject, one must 
go 


back to the day in which he lived. The 
fee]ings he expresses were then in the 
air, were a. part of the mind and heart 
of his generation. 
His 'Drapeau de 


Carillon,' his 'Vieux Soldat Canadien.' 
remain for that reason his truest work,

GERMAN 
SCARE IN 
ENGLAND. 


Nothing has occurred in England for a dozen 
years fo equal the 


German scare that has recently seized all the 
people. 
Only recently it 


was announced in parliament that Germany had a-depot well stocked with 
arms and ammunition in (he very heart of London, waiting the call of 
(15,000 wel! trained soldiers now employed in various callings in London and 
nearby cities. 


The rumor is to be investigated by parliament, although it is so absurd 


as to he obviously false. 


England is haunted at the present time by all kinds 
of imaginings 


about what Germany is going fo do, when as a matter of fact Germany at 
the present moment has probably no intention of making any warlike move 
on England. 


Germany is probably a much overrated country just as was Russia 


before the war with Japan. The present'emperor is ambitious of conquest, 
but he will not be allowed to plunge the empire in waivwithout good cause. 
Germany, it is well known, is desirous of having a greater coast line as an 


, outlet for naval operations but she has had that longing'for thirty years. 


It is nothing new and should not cause alarm anywhere. 


THE 
NEW TAXATION-'IN 
ENGLAND. 


The budget plans proposed by Lloyd George, tne British chancellor, 


still continue to excite comment, and speculation is rife as to how the new 
method of raising revenue will accomplish its main object. 


Other countries, too, are watching with deep interest the experiment 


to-be followed by England. 
The land owners who derive a large 
profit 


from the unearned increment as a result of increased population, will be 
obliged to give part of their gain to the government. Two predictions are 
made as to the result of this new experiment, one that"it will make free 
trade more stable because furnishing abundant revenue without a tariff 
tax; another, that those on whom fhe tax falls most heavily will endeavor 
to stave it off and to have n protective tariff imposed on imports as a means 
of raising revenue. The latter result is not improbable as the upper class 
on which the proposed tax will fall heavily is loudly protesting against the 
provisions of the budget and the new system of taxation.
